Decreass in Year.

NEW YORK, May 30—~The report of
the Pacific Coast Steamship Company
which is the outlet to the Orient of the
Harriman lines, shows a falling off of
nearly a million dollars fn receipta com-
pared with that of previous fiscal year.
Total receipts for the year ended April
30, 1007, were £4.830044, which is $885,
002 less than in 1905, Of this total de-
¢rease 8853871 wad due to, falling off in
the receipts of the operation of the
steamers, The loss in this ilem was ex-
pained by Mr. Harriman as follows:

“A part of the decrease in the oper.
ations of steamers resulted from the
fact that the Trans-Pacifie line made
four less trips this year than last, but
by far the greater part was the result
of diversion of traffic to olher chan-
nels during the ve-establishmeat in San
